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"We hereby manifest that the Supreme Court has no jurisdic- 
tion over the public schools of the Sovereign States and 
therefore its infamous opinion that they should be inte- 
grated is hull and void. 

"Whereas the 14th Amendment (upon which said decision was 
based) was never legally ratified by the States; and 
therefore does not legally exist , - therefore cannot be 
enforced upon the people by the tyranical courts. 

"Whereas Eisenhower has signed into law a Civil Rights 
Bill which in part repeals his right to use troops in 
Civil Rights disputes, and since only Congress has the 
power to make law and' provide for its enforcement, it is. 
therefore illegal for said court to make law, and for the 
President, to try and enforce it with bayonets. 

"Be it therefore resolved and made known that - 

1) All States Righters, in accordance with Amendment two 
of the U. S. Constitution, That' • - the right of the 
people to keep and bare arms shall not be infringed. 1 
should therefore arm themselves so that they will be 
able to defend their families, homes and rights from 
political despots who are inciting violence on our 
once peaceful communities. 

2) That all citizens form committees of Public Safety, -

Vyheriit&eLJl)&m6er>atic and Republican parties 
were each spending millions of dollars, the National States 
Rights Party, which is headquartered in Birmingham, Alabama', 
spent $32,662o58o 

The article continued by stating that the election 
returns "showed it, too," and went on v to state' that the 
party*s candidate for president (of the United States), 
JOHN K^SPER, " limped in a hopeless loser in the only two 
stated where he was on the ballot, Kentucky and Arkansas*" 
It was stated. that reports on file with the clerk of the ., 
House of Representatives showed the National States Rights 
Party received, contributions during the year of 1964 totaling 
$30o540o21, and that they had spent $32, 662 • 58. It was further

Mr. CAMERON 
would bring local members to "this meeting from the Western parts of r 
Montana." From Spokane, Washington, it was stated that Attorney 
'STONER 'would go to Seattle, Washington, where he 'would speak on June 
11, 1965, arid that he would then speak in Takoma, Washington, on

a meeting on June"~14, according to the article, and STONER *s 
"next visit" would be in San Francisco, California, where he 
would meet with "lock!

The leaflet in part reads as follows: 

" REMEMBER FRANK L BRITTON 

"Frank L. Britton was the Editor of f The American 
Nationalist, 1 a well-known right-wing publication during the 
1950*s* Mr* Britton has been in Folsom prison (in Calif.,) 
almost five years now on the insignificant charge of f attempting 
to bribe a police officer. 1 The case began over a minor street 
infraction, which the court dismissed. It was then charged that 
Britton tried to give the arresting officer some money not to take 
him in. (This is like giving a policeman five dollars not to 
give you a traffic ticket.) Anyway, Frank L. Britton was given 
1 yr to life as a result. Most men would be released within 
a few months on such a charge. BUT BRITTON HAS NOW^BEEN IN 
FOLSOM MAXIMUM SECURITY PRISON FOR ALMOST FIVE YEARS, WITH NO 
RELEASE IN SIGHT. The last parole officer to review his case 
was a Negro, who turned Britton down. Armed robbers and other 
dangerous criminals have been released in much shorter time than 
what Britton has already served. Atty. Stoner will visit with 
Mr. Britton in prison on June 18th and we hope that arrangements 
can be made at that time for a new hearing. It is our goal to 
reopen this case in the federal courts. Atty. Stoner will handle 
the appeal. We will give you a more detailed report on this case 
when* Mr. Stoner returns. From there Atty. Stoner will go to Los 
Angeles for a series of meetings. This is a stronghold for NSRP 
and Atty. Stoner hopes that a Headquarters can be opened in 
Southern Calif . San Bernardino and San Diego will be other stops 
during Atty. Stoner 1 s trip. We feel that our Movement is needed 
more how in the West £oast than ever before. This entire tour 
will t 4 ake about a month and a half. Atty. Stoner will be the guest 
of Mr. Robert F. Anderson while in Los Angeles. 'It is important that 
this speaking tour be a big .success and we know that local supporters 
will do all in their power' to see that, it is. This is but a part 
of the over_a.ll national drive of NSRP. We plan more speakings 
and other action moves this Summer. To step up our program, we 
need your help!"

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta,- 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U, S, 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group c These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama* (The organization is directed by Robert Shelton, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South, with units in several Southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on August 4, 1965, that the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several Southern states. This source said that Robert 
M. Shelton is the Imperial Wizard of 'this organization,

7) Besides 
all this we desperately need to hire at least three new 
full time workers at the Party Headquarters. 8) Also, we 
need money to add at least two more rooms to our suite here 
in the Marion Building. 

"The Party must have a steady monthly flow of regular 
contributions if we are going to meet all the expenses involved 
in all of our endeavors. Our financial responsibility is so 
great, that if our funds were cut off for one single month 
the Party would cease to exist. We must be able to plan 
all of the above listed projects each month. For this reason 
we must have some approximate idea of how much money will be 
on hand for this work each month. 

"That is why the NSRP Pledge Cards have been issued in 
the past ". 

The Newsletter urges supporters to make pledges so the 
party may make plans accordingly.

KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, (UKA) 

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1981, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc* 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S« Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans has the 
same aims and objectives as the parent group. These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of 
the races*. 

The first source and a second source -advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc*, merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klari. 
The .merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 
The Alston Building * Tuscaloosa, Albania, The organisation is 
directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in. the South with units in several southern states* 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organisation formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc, , would be known in the future as 
United Klans of America, Inc^, Knights of the Ku Klux Itlan* 
The second source said the name was changed by a resolution 
adopted at the National Kionvocat ion held July 8, 1961, at 
Indian Springs, Georgia. . - 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the JClaverns of the 
U._. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United
